President Harding has taken care of his

signed. 
If there ever was a time when the su­ 
preme court should be of such a character 
as to inspire confidence that time is now. 
With unrest deeper and more active than 
it has ever been before in America it is a 
most unfortunate thing that the president 
should have seen fit to make an appoint­ 
ment which will cause millions to regard 
the court bs more than ever a partisan 
body. 
Mr. Taft had the right idea. In his ap­ 
pointments he had as his aim the necessity 
of keeping the supreme court free of sus­ 
picion as either a sectional or a political or­ 
ganization. 
Two of his appointees were 
southern men and democrats. 
- By Mr. Sutherland's appointment and 
confirmation the republican members of 
the supreme court have been increased to 
seven and the democrats decreased to two. 
In all fairness it must be said that this 
ultra partisanship in the highest court of 
the land is neither right nor wise.

are not of the 
safety-first breed. They are bound to court 
danger and grimace at death. And in 
order to attain to real skill in airmanship 
they may have to go through these hazard­ 
ous evolutions and from time to time pay 
the score. It does seem, though, as if this 
training could be had in aviation schools 
and perfected under strictly professional 
auspices. 
The 
penalty, in such 
circum­ 
stances, could be appraised as a legitimate 
price for professional excellence. Even so 
there would be sadness enough in sorrow­ 
ing homes, but the grief would not be em­ 
bittered by the reflection that the dead had 
died in entertaining a holiday crowd. 
Such accidents, further, react badly on 
aviation. 
They 
disturb the public mind. 
They shake public confidence in this new 
and daring enterprise.

GLACIER PARK, MONT., Sept. 12. 
—Investigation 
of 
a 
supposedly 
"dead" glacier by three University of 
Minnesota geological students 
was 
halted abruptly when 
the 
glacier 
came to life and chased the trio out 
of camp, the young 
men 
explained 
w’hen they reached Glacier Park sta­ 
tion. 
The three students—Elton William 
son, Minneapolis; Charles Andrews, 
Pine City, Minn., and Harold Lason 
Larson, Sperior, Wis., had been 
in 
Glacier National Park three weeks 
making notes on the geological for­ 
mation. 
September 3 they began to 
study the famous Heavens Peak gla­ 
cier, pitching their camp 50 feet from 
the end of the office wTall. 
On the night of Setpember 6, they 
were awakened by a dull rumbling. 
With daylight 
they 
discovered 
a 
widening crack some 200 feet back 
on the glacier and noted that the 
wall of ice was advancing slowly on 
their camp. 
They hurriedly salvaged their pro­ 
visions and tent, 
moving them 
a 
quarter of a mile west, 
out of the

path of glacier. 
Half an hour later 
the ice floe had descended on what 
remained Of their camp. 
It moved 
about 200 feet dow’n the valley, they 
said, advancing one foot a 
minute, 
then halted.
